Former leader loses 
key scrutiny post as 
Plaid take the chair 


THE former leader 
of the Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council has been 
deposed as chair¬ 
man of one of the 
scrutiny commit¬ 
tees. 

Coun Cheryl Green 
led the Rainbow Alliance 
of Liberal Democrats 
and Conservatives which 
ran the council, with 
some support from inde¬ 
pendents, from 2004 to 
2008. 

After they lost control, 
she became chairman of 
the cross cutting scrutiny 
committee, now renamed 
the strategic partnerships 
and governance commit¬ 
tee. 

However, at last 
week’s annual meeting, 
Coun Green, who is a 
Lib-Dem, was replaced 
by Coun Malcolm James, 
the council’s only Plaid 
Cymru member. 

Coun James, who rep¬ 


resents Llangynwyd, is 
affiliated to the 
Annibynwyr group led 
by Coun Jeff Tildesley. 
He won the support of 
his own group, plus some 
Labour members, to oust 
Coun Green. 

The only Rainbow 
Alliance nomination to 
be successful was Coun 
Pat Hacking, leader of 
the Conservative group, 
who was returned unop¬ 
posed as chairman of the 
health and well-being 
scrutiny committee. 

Her husband Terry 
was less fortunate. He 
was defeated for the 
chair of the audit com¬ 
mittee by Coun Ella 
Dodd from the 
Annibynwyr group, who 
defeated him last year as 
well. He was elected 
vice-chairman last time, 
but did not stand for that 
position this year. 

The alliance put up 
candidates for all scruti¬ 
ny chairs, but none was 
successful.

Bums, who broke away 
from the Liberal

Commenting after¬ 
wards, Coun Green said 
that while she was disap¬ 
pointed to lose her chair 
of a scrutiny committee, 
she remained a member 
of three scrutiny commit- 
tees and would continue 


to work hard on behalf of 
the residents of the bor¬ 
ough. 

She said; “Our group 
will continue to hold the 
administration to account 
through scrutiny for its 
decisions. It is a very 
important process and 
ensures that the cabinet 
is accountable for its 
decisions.” 

She said that what 
happened to her was 
“politics” - “If you can’t 
stand the heat, you 
should keep out of the 
kitchen. 

“That’s what happens 
in politics.

good to see, at last, 
some questioning of 
the actions of 
BCBC. 

Eurther to correspon¬ 
dence earlier this year 
concerning roundabouts 
and traffic lights, the 
BCBC chose to ignore 
the comments of many 
people who wanted 
lights on Ewenny and 
Waterton removed and 
for there to be no instal¬ 
lation of traffic lights on 
any ‘improved round¬ 
about’ at Broadlands. 

In particular, this arti¬ 
cle mentions reservations 
about land needed from 
residents’ gardens to 
accommodate extra 
queueing lanes. 

As has been pointed 
out in previous corre¬ 
spondence, queues on 
roundabouts diminish, 
often to zero, whenever 
traffic lights on round¬ 
abouts are turned off. 

So, to mitigate queu¬ 
ing, save fuel, save wear 
and tear on the roads and 
vehicles and to increase 
safety, and to save these 
residents’ gardens. 


please turn off existing 
traffic lights and do not 
install any more on 
roundabouts. 

The article also states 
that BCBC has commis¬ 
sioned a report into the 
impact of traffic flows. It 
is to be hoped that it is 
an independent report, 
rather than one from the 
transportation policy and 
development team under 
the management of John 
Duddridge - group man¬ 
ager, transportation and 
engineering. 

This would, hopefully, 
prevent a report which 
“proves” the policy he 
seems to support - that 
traffic lights on round¬ 
abouts are a “good” 
thing. 

No doubt the council 
department concerned 
has a computer model 
which will refute that 
traffic flows more freely 
and smoothly without 
traffic lights. However, I 
doubt whether their 
model, like most that try 
to simulate complex situ¬ 
ations, would contain all 
the parameters. 

In any case, such a 
model would be 
designed to prove the 
need for traffic lights 
and might well be sup¬ 
plied by an organisation 
with a vested interest in 
showing that need. 

Erom previous inci¬ 
dents of disabled traffic 
lights, it is intuitively 
obvious that traffic flow 
is improved when they 
are not working.

“Currently, police are dealing with allegations 
from six families in the south Wales area. The sus¬ 
pect is currently in custody at Cardiff Bay Police 
Station,” the spokesperson added.

Zebra crossing 
critic a road 
safety officer 


A PORTHCAWL 
resident who wrote 
to Porthcawl Town 
Council question¬ 
ing the need for a 
zebra crossing on 
Newton Nottage 
Road has now 
revealed himself to 
be a road safety 
officer employed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

The council initially 
received a letter from Mr 
JS Ladbrooke of 
Danygraig Avenue in 
February, in which he 
referred to discussions 
taking place within the 
town council about the 
possibility of installing 
the crossing near Marlpit 
Lane. 

Mr Ladbrooke said 
that this scheme would 
not benefit the majority 
of Porthcawl residents, 
yet the council was 
spending the “rates” on 
it. 

He wrote: “Being a 
resident of Newton, I 
have travelled Newton 
Nottage Road at innu¬ 
merable different times 
during the day and night 
for many years and can¬ 
not recall seeing the 
number of pedestrians 
wishing to cross this 
road which would war¬ 
rant the installation of 
formal crossing facili¬ 
ties N 

Mr Ladbrooke asked 
how many pedestrians 
actually cross the road at 
this location. 

He observed: “If as I 
suspect, the number will 
be very low, I would 
question the credibility 
of spending a large 
amount of public purse 
money to provide a 
crossing facility for a 
very small number of 
persons.” 

He added that if 
crossings are installed in 
areas of low pedestrian 
movement, motorists got 
used to not stopping and 
this could impact on 
road safety detrimental¬ 
ly- 

His letter was dis¬ 
cussed at the following 
meeting and was report¬ 
ed in the press. 

Coun Norah Clarke 
supported him and said 
that she herself ques¬ 
tioned the need for the 
crossing at this point. 

But Coun Alana 
Davies said that she had 
been lobbied by resi¬ 
dents and had been 
fighting for this crossing 
for years. 

Mr Ladbrooke has 
now sent a further letter 
to the council in which 
he says that he has a 
vested interest in road 
safety as he is a retired 
police officer of 25 
years experience, with 
15 of those years as a 
roads policing officer. 

His work included 
investigating traffic col¬ 
lisions and submitting

reports to traffic man¬ 
agement police officers 
regarding road safety 
concerns. 

He said that he now 
works for BCBC as a 
road safety officer and 
went on: “I feel that my 
qualifications vastly out¬ 
stretch that of Coun 
Norah Clarke who, I 
believe, was outspoken 
against me without good 
cause. 

“No, I have not stood 
at the side of the road for 
24 hours, but has she? I 
seriously question the 
erection of a crossing 
facility to assist a very 
small number of persons 
to cross the road.” 

He said that as a 
member of the commu¬ 
nity and taxpayer, he 
was entitled to ascertain 
how his council tax was 
being spent. 

He added that coun¬ 
cillors should make 
decisions objectively 
and if they criticise 
members of the public 
who have voiced their 
concerns, the council 
should create an open 
door policy enabling res¬ 
idents to approach them. 

Clerk Alison Leyshon 
pointed out that Mr 
Ladbrooke had subse¬ 
quently e-mailed her to 
say that he wanted the 
name in his letter 
changed to Coun Alana 
Davies, as he had got 
confused about which 
councillor had criticised 
his stance. 

Coun David Deere 
said that everyone was 
entitled to their views 
about what the council 
was doing. 

“I am surprised that 
he now informs us that 
he is a road safety offi¬ 
cer. I am wondering if he 
would have any influ¬ 
ence on the negotiations 
that we will have with 
BCBC over this cross¬ 
ing.” 

Coun Deere said that 
the original draft of his 
letter, which criticised 
Coun Clarke, had been 
published as part of the 
council’s agenda and 
was in the public 
domain. 

“Norah Clarke is, in 
my view, entitled to a 
public apology. It’s all 
very well for him to say 
that he withdraws the 
criticism of her, but her 
name is published in our 
correspondence. 

“Coun Alana Davies 
also has to take a view 
about how she wants to 
deal with this.” 

Coun Deere said that 
the council should write 
to BCBC, as Mr 
Ladbrooke is employed 
by them and express the 
view that he should have 
no influence in the deci¬ 
sions being taken by 
BCBC on this matter. He 
said that there should 


also be an apology to 
Coun Clarke from Mr 
Ladbrooke. 

Coun Chris Smart 
said that the press had 
published the story when 
his original letter came 
up and included quotes 
from both councillors. 

“I don’t understand 
how this bizarre error 
occurred as the newspa¬ 
per articles were very 
clear. It’s a strange error 
from someone who 
holds a senior position in 
the local authority. 

“I am surprised that a 
road safety officer would 
want to get involved in 
this way although he is, 
of course, also a taxpay¬ 
er of Porthcawl.” 

Coun Gerald Davies 
said he understood Coun 
Clarke would accept an 
apology and he felt she 
was due one. 

He said that Coun 
Alana Davies must also 
be made aware of this as 
she was not at the meet¬ 
ing and would not know 
that her name had been 
brought up, as it was not 
in the letter that was in 
the council papers. 

“We should also 
advise Mr Ladbrooke 
that we are referring 
some aspects of his letter 
to BCBC.” 

Coun Clarke said she 
was named in the report 
that went out to the pub¬ 
lic and would like an 
apology to appear also in 
official council reports. 

She added that she 
was the only councillor 
who supported his origi¬ 
nal letter and agreed 
with him. 

She went on: “I also 
fail to understand how 
he can say that he is 
more qualified then me. 
He does not know what 
qualifications I hold. I 
don’t see how he can 
talk about people like 
that.” 

Coun John Bunker 
said he was “amazed” to 
find that Mr Ladbrooke 
worked for the council. 
He asked: “Is the council 
a home for retired 
policemen?” 

Coun Gerald Davies 
said that if Mr 
Ladbrooke apologised, 
his letter would be agen- 
dad and reported in the 
press. 

The council has 
agreed to send the issue 
of the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing to its capital projects 
committee. The council 
has received a rough 
estimate from BCBC 
and has been told it will 
cost about £26,000 to 
install the crossing. 

A letter of apology 
has subsequently been 
received by Coun Clark 
from Mr Ladbrooke and 
is on the agenda for dis¬ 
cussion at tonight’s 
meeting of Porthcawl 
Town Council.

Coun Green added: “I 
have to say that when I 
was council leader, I 
also shared Jeff’s view 
that it was not the busi¬ 
ness of the ruling party 
to decide who should 
scrutinise our actions, 
but Labour members are 
within their rights to 
vote.” 

Coun Green pointed 
out that the Annibynwyr, 
which includes a num¬ 
ber of former Labour 
councillors, had ended 
up with four chairs - 
one more than would be 
allocated under a pro¬ 
portional system. 

“Under that, they 
would get three,” she 
said. “I am a supporter 
of this being done in 
proportion to the num¬ 
ber of seats a group has. 

“The Liberal 
Democrats and 
Conservatives, with 
independent Peter 
Evans, have more than 
half the seats - but we 
have ended up with one 
chair out of the six. We 
should have had three. 

“The Democratic 
Independents, with three 
members, have one 
chair of scrutiny and a 
vice-chair of audit.” 

She pointed out that 
all the seats on the 
scrutiny committee are 
allocated on a propor¬ 
tional basis, with each 
party or group told how 
many seats they can 
have and then putting 
forward the people they 
want. 

“The whole matter is 
being reviewed by the 
Welsh Assembly at the 
moment and there is a 
strong view that scrutiny 
chairs should be propor¬ 
tional, so maybe the sys¬ 


tem in Bridgend will 
have to change in time.” 

Coun Mel Nott said 
that there was no group 
decision on whether to 
vote or not vote for 
scrutiny chairs and it 
was entirely a matter for 
individual Labour mem¬ 
bers to decide as they 
saw fit. He said that the 
cabinet members do not 
take part in the process. 

He added that some 
members had abstained 
while others had voted. 

“Labour members 
have exercised this 
choice since the incep¬ 
tion of the current 
Labour administration in 
2008. There is nothing 
in the constitution of the 
council which prevents 
members from taking 
part in the process.” 

He added that during 
the Rainbow Alliance 
administration, one of 
its supporters proposed 
an alternative to Coun 
Chris Michaelides as a 
scrutiny chair, but the 
proposal was not sec¬ 
onded. 

# There is also an 
important financial ele¬ 
ment involved in the 
election of committee 
chairs. They get an 
extra £9,708 on top of 
the councillors ’ basic 
allowance of £13,868. 

There is an addition¬ 
al allowance of £9,708 
for the leader of the 
main opposition party, 
which goes to Coun 
Tildesley of the 
Annibynwyr. 

The leaders of the two 
other main parties - 
Liberal Democrats and 
Conservatives - also get 
£4,161 each, because 
their parties with six 
members each constitute 
more than 10 per cent of 
the 54-strong council.

Promenade Princess 
shunted to Bridgend 


THE road train in Porthcawl 
has hit the buffers. The 
Promenade Princess, which 
used to run from Coney Beach 
along the Western Promenade 
and then along the Esplanade 
up to Rest Bay, did not run at 
all last summer because it 
needed extensive repairs. 

Former borough councillor, Avril 
Lake, has contacted Porthcawl Town 
Council to point out that the train is 
very unlikely to run again and that its 
parking bay outside Esplanade House 
on the seafront is now redundant. Cars 
were parking in it, sometimes all day.

A WOMAN who 
has spent almost all 
of her life in 
Porthcawl, has 
become its new 
town mayor.

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Assembly must 
focus on waste when 
cut-backs bite’ 


E arlier 

this week, 
the 

Chancellor 
announced cut¬ 
backs to govern¬ 
ment expenditure 
because of the spi¬ 
ralling debt. 

This year, there has 
been a need to cut 
£162m from the 
Welsh block of £15 
billion, a figure signif¬ 
icantly less than 
expected. 

Cutting money is a 
difficult thing to do, 
but it is something 
that has to be done 
because public 
finances are in the 
worst state since the 
Second World War. 
Out of every £100 the 
government is spend¬ 
ing, £25 is being bor¬ 
rowed. 

Clearly, no individ¬ 
ual, family or business 
could carry on this 
way and government 
is no different. That is 
why there is an urgent 
need to make moves 
to balance the books. 

The government 
has made a commit¬ 
ment that front-line 
services needn’t be 
affected, so long as we 
ycut the waste out of

the ‘back office’. 

So, what does this 
mean for the Vale of 
Glamorgan? When 
the Assembly 
Government is consid¬ 
ering where to cut 
back, I will remind 
them that we already 
receive one of the low¬ 
est levels of support 
across Wales. 

I hope the 
Assembly will focus 
on internal waste in 
their system. They 
have already acknowl¬ 
edged that they 
should be able to save 
several hundred mil¬ 
lion pounds of waste 
in their operations. 

At my last count, 
we received £115 less 
per person from the 


Welsh Assembly 
Government than 
neighbouring coun¬ 
cils. Multiplying this 
up amounts to some 
£25m difference every 
year. Imagine what we 
could do with that 
additional funding 
year on year. 

New school build¬ 
ings wouldn’t be a 
problem and our 
council taxes could be 
a lot lower. 

My worry is that 
we are already left 
short by the Assembly 
Government and if 
there are further pres¬ 
sures on their budget, 
I hope that we won’t 
be squeezed further. 

They use the argu¬ 
ment that the Vale is 
more prosperous than 
other parts of Wales 
and that we can 
afford to pay more. I 
don’t accept this. 

Building a school or 
providing refuse serv¬ 
ices, costs the same 
here as elsewhere and 
we are already paying 
more than our fair 
share. 

This is an area of 
policy where we need 
to work together on an 
all-party basis, to 
ensure that funding 
for the Vale is protect¬ 
ed. 


Did your relatives 
serve with Royal 
Observer Corps? 


T he Observer 
Corps was 
founded 85 
years ago this year, 
in October 1925, to 
provide visual 
detection, identifi¬ 
cation, tracking and 
reporting of aircraft 
over Great Britain. 

As a result of their 
role during the Battle of 
Britain, in April 1941 the 
Observer Co^s was 
granted the title Royal 
by King George VI, and 
the Royal Observer 
Corps (ROC) became a 
uniformed civil defence 
organisation adminis¬ 
tered by RAF Fighter 
Command. 

Also during that same 
year, in a change from 
the policy of the 
Observer Corps, the 
ROC undertook to 
recruit women personnel 
for the first time. 

Initially, the only uni¬ 


forms provided were 
RAF overalls, with an 
ROC breast badge, com¬ 
monly referred to as the 
‘soup plate’ because of 
its shape and size. 
Standard issue RAF 
No.2 Battledress uni¬ 
forms were issued in a 
rolling programme over 
the next two years. For 
the remainder of the war, 
the ROC would provide 
an essential part of Great 
Britain's air defences. 

I am seeking photo¬ 
graphs of local people 
who served with the 
ROC in WW2 to display 
as part of the forthcom¬ 
ing ‘Armed Forces Day’ 
event at Cardiff Bay on 
June 26 and can be con¬ 
tacted by telephone or e- 
mail.

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RESIDENT'S COMPLAINT TO COUNCIL 

...Litter, litter, 
everywhere turns 
beach into a tip! 


CONEY BEACH 
looks more like 
Tythegston Tip - 
due to the amount 
of rubbish and litter 
accumulated there. 

That’s the view of 
Nottage resident Jeff 
Watkins of Candleston 
Close, who has contacted 
Porthcawl Town Council 
to report that on a recent 
Sunday morning, he went 
for a walk around 
Porthcawl and at 11am, 
was at Coney Beach. 

“The state of the beach 
there can only be 
described as disgusting,” 
he said. 

“There were empty 
beer and cider cans and 
bottles all over the beach. 
I also witnessed a large 
amount of other rubbish, 
including used nappies 
and metal shopping bas¬ 
kets. I believed I was 
looking at Tythegston Tip 
and not Coney Beach.” 

He said that any visi¬ 
tors who saw the “tip” 
would never return to the 
town. “How can 
Porthcawl hope to 
become a premier resort 
when one of its main 
beaches is in such a 
state? 

“I can say that on this 
particular morning, I was 
ashamed to be a 


Porthcawl resident,” he 
commented. 

His letter will be dis¬ 
cussed at the town coun¬ 
cil tonight (Thursday). 

A spokesman for 
BCBC said that it was 
generally assumed that 
the council was responsi¬ 
ble for all seven beaches 
in Porthcawl - but this 
was not the case. Several 
beaches - such as Trecco 
Bay and most of Sandy 
Bay (the proper name for 
Coney beach) were pri¬ 


vately-run, 

He went on: “All 
council-maintained 
beaches in Porthcawl are 
thoroughly cleansed on a 
daily basis, as part of the 
authority’s commitment 
towards a cleaner, green 
county borough. This is 
usually carried out in the 
early morning before vis¬ 
itors start to arrive.” 

Repeat visits were 
made in the summer sea¬ 
son throughout the day, 
he added.

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A golden rule: ‘Preparation before decoration’ 


by JULIA GRAY 


D ecorating a room usually 
requires preparation first - not 
least filling, sanding and washing 
down. Although it is time-consuming and 
hard work, it can’t be skimped on if you 
want a good finish. 

However long you think sanding and filling 
will take, expect it to take longer - especially if 
your ceilings, walls and woodwork are in poor 
condition. 

You'll find an array of different fillers at your 
local DIY store - which can be confusing. 

Basically, you’ll need all-purpose filler for 
most types of wall repair, and wood filler for 
woodwork. For an easier route, go for a ready- 
mixed product, rather than one where you have 
to mix in the hardener yourself. 

For cracks where movement is likely to occur 
again, such as on ceilings and around doors and 
windows, you'll need flexible filler. Also, for big 
repairs, it helps to have deep-repair filler or 
ready-mixed plaster repair. If hairline cracks are 
a problem, use hairline-crack filler, which you 
paint on. 

FILLING KNIFE 

Always use a good-quality filling knife to apply 
the filler. These come in various blade sizes and 
look similar to wallpaper-scraping knives. 

The difference is that filling blades are much 
more flexible to help you get the filler into the 
hole or crack. For some repairs, nothing beats 
using your fingers, so you may want to invest in a 


box of disposable plastic gloves to protect your 
hands. 

To get a smooth repair, it can help to dip the

BLAND, BUT ENJOYABLE 
BLOCKBUSTER EXPERIENCE 


V IDEO games 
do not a 
great movie 
make: Ever since 
film producers 
believed that 
gamers would 
spend their hard- 
earned money on 
film versions of 
their favourite 
games, the success 
rate has remained 
firmly at zero. 

Super Mario 
Brothers, Mortal 
Kombat, Doom, Street 
Fighter... the list of 
casualties has been 
seemingly endless. 
Despite this poor pedi¬ 
gree, however, uber-pro- 
ducer Jerry Bruckheimer 
obviously feels he is 
able to buck the trend, 
by producing an adapta¬ 
tion of the renowned 
Prince of Persia in 
Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time. 

Jake Gyllenhall stars 
as the titular Prince 
Dastan, a boy from the 
streets who was adopted 
by the king. When 
Dastan is framed for the 
murder of his adopted 
father, he is forced to go 
on the run with Princess 
Tamina (Gemma 
Arterton), and a mysteri¬ 
ous dagger that can turn 
back time. With Dastan’s 
brothers Tus (Richard 
Coyle) and Garsiv (Toby 
Kebbell), and their 
shady uncle Nizam (Ben

Kingsley) sending forces 
to find Dastan, he must 
try to clear his name 
while keeping the dag¬ 
ger away from dark 
forces who are intent on 
using it for evil... 

An army invades a 
region looking for 
weapons of mass 
destruction, only to find 
none, while shady forces 
manipulate said invasion 
for their own ends - the 
story of the next Paul 
Greengrass film, or the 
work of a film maker 
intent on making a state¬ 
ment about the nature of 
war perhaps? 

Try the subtext of a 
Jerry Bruckheimer film 
aimed squarely at the 
blockbuster audience 
and you'll be on the right 
track. But before you 
think the uber-producer 
has gone all highbrow 
for the popcorn crowd, 
have no fear - there are 
no clunky attempts at 
making a film high on 
moralising and low on 
thrills and spills. 

Instead, Prince of 
Persia is a film that does 
exactly what you would 
expect of it - and while 
it doesn’t quite match up 
to the highpoints of 
Bruckheimer’s glories, it 
still makes for a nicely 
diverting two hours of 
cinema, if a touch too 
bland and restrained. 

Of course, the big 
news is that it is a film 
based on a videogame 
that isn’t completely

awful - and one that the 
game franchise’s many 
legion of fans will find 
little to quibble about. 
While Mike Newell may 
be to some a staid direc¬ 
tor suited to the likes of 
Four Weddings and a 
Funeral, he showed with 
Harry Potter and The 
Goblet of Fire that he is 
more than capable of 
bringing ‘epic’ to the big 
screen, and the director 
is successful yet again 
here. 

Cleverly incorporat¬ 
ing elements of the 
game’s play into the 
sequences, Newell 
brings a nice verve and 
spark to the action 
sequences, giving them 
both a sense of daring 
but also adding a touch 
of reality (the rooftop 
chases are straight from 
the canon of Jason 
Bourne, intentional or 
not). 

There is a clear aim 
from the director of cre¬ 
ating a fantastical yet 
slightly plausible feel to 
the sequences, and while 
the computer effects 
briefly feel a touch too 
computerised, there is a 
wonderful sense of spec¬ 
tacle and excitement that 
is well placed. 

One of the touch¬ 
stones, conscious or oth¬ 
erwise, is the Indiana 
Jones franchise, the film 
trying (and by and large 
succeeding) in capturing 
the freewheeling sensi¬ 
bility that marked out 
that franchise, and the 
performances of both 
Jake Gyllenhall and 
Gemma Arterton both 
help to make that hap¬ 
pen. 

The former not only 
manages a proper 
English accent with 
style, but also anchors 
the film superbly well, 
bringing his ‘serious 
actor’ credibility and 
giving the film sub¬ 
stance in the more dra¬ 
matic moments, but also 
displaying a wonderful 
lightness of touch and 
spark with Arterton. 

The British actress is 
becoming hot property 
this year, and while her 
turn in Clash of the 
Titans was nothing to 
write home about, here 
she shows that she has 
the talent to back up the 
praise she’s been receiv¬ 


ing. 

Her chemistry with 
Gyllenhall is well con¬ 
structed and works nice¬ 
ly on screen. The char¬ 
acters have little trust in 
each other but a mutual 
attraction they have to 
subdue - and Arterton is 
more than a match for 
her co-star, giving the 
Princess a feisty and 
resourceful attitude 
while making her more 
than equal to Dastan’s 
leaping and fighting 
skills - she is anything 
but a damsel in distress, 
and Arterton delivers a 
turn that is hugely 
appealing. 

As is par for the 
course with blockbuster 
films nowadays, the cast 
are made up of 
renowned actors who 
bring a degree of class 
and quality to proceed¬ 
ings, and Prince of 
Persia is no exception. 
Old hands Ben Kingsley 
and Alfred Molina offer 
up decent and comedic 
turns respectively, the 
former hinting at vil¬ 
lainy while the latter is a 
character designed to get 
laughs and does so with 
aplomb (another little 
nod to the Indiana Jones 
franchise given Molina 
played a similar charac¬ 
ter in Raiders of the Lost 
Ark). 

Meanwhile, relative 
newcomers Toby 
Kebbell and Richard 
Coyle offer up good sup¬ 
port in smallish roles as 
Dastan’s brothers, the 
latter particularly 
notable as the future 
king with the weight on 
his shoulders. 

The screenplay, from 
Boaz Yakin, Doug Miro 
and Carlo Bernard, 
remains by and large 
faithful to the characters 
of the games with a few 
subtle changes here and 
there that shouldn't 
cause too much conster¬ 
nation; but while they 
get that right, its the 
story (engineered by the 
game’s creator Jordan 
Mechner) and dialogue 
that doesn’t fare too 
well. 

While the use of the 
dagger to turn back time 
isn’t the most of original 
concepts, it could at 
least have been used far 
more effectively within 
the story than it is; as it 
is, it’s merely a cute plot 
device that means the 
writers can try to pull 
the rug from under you 
before returning things 
to the status quo, some-

thing that hinders the 
climax of the film quite 
dramatically. 

Similarly, the dia¬ 
logue (let’s face it, never 
a strong suit of the 
blockbuster genre) 
creaks and groans with 
exposition that couldn’t 
be more blatant than if 
the actors turned to the 
screen and said ‘Pay 
attention to this bit’ - 
lines such as “... only the 
dagger can unlock the 
sands of time. And there 
are those who would use 
this power to destroy the 
world” and “... releasing 
the sand turns back time. 
Only the holder of the 
dagger is aware what’s 
happened” are clunky by 
any standards. 

While Prince of 
Persia is easily the best 
videogame adaptation 
yet, as a blockbuster on 
its own terms it doesn’t 
quite hit the spot - the 
performances are strong, 
as is the direction, but its 
very much a case of 
offering little that is 
fresh. 

While Prince of 
Persia satisfies the pop¬ 
corn sensibility, its 
inability to mine any¬ 
thing new counts against 
it - but as a purely cine¬ 
matic experience it 
makes for entertaining 
viewing. 

VERDICT-A bit 
premature to say the 
videogame-to-film curse 
has been lifted, but 
Prince of Persia: Sands 
of Time is easily the best 
example of it so far - 
and it works well as a 
blockbuster film to boot. 

The well-trodden 
script aside, there is 
much to enjoy here 
despite its shortcomings, 
and is a film well worth 
watching. Enjoyable.

For the second of last 
year’s record breakers, 
Ayla Phillips, a pupil at

Comprehensive up to last 
year but now studying at 
Barry College, there is a 
problem of confidence. 

In the hammer compe¬ 
tition, the event at which 
she has set new best 
marks in her age group 
since 2006, at present she 
is trying too hard and 
overturning.

New joint patrols 
will target illegal 
off-road bikers 


SOUTH Wales 
Police and Forestry 
Commission Wales 
are targeting illegal 
bikes and 4x4 vehi¬ 
cles in Maesteg and 
Caerau with a sim¬ 
ple message: Wo 
more off-road nui- 
sance\ 

Neighbourhood police 
will be working along¬ 
side Forestry 

Commission Wales and 
other partner agencies to 
crack down on offenders 
who are illegally riding 
or driving on prohibited 
land, tracks and trails 
without permission from 
land owners and land 
managers, and those who 
are riding antisocially. 

The teams will be led 
by Forest Crime Officer 
Sergeant Andrew 

Scourfield, who is cur¬ 
rently seconded to 
Forestry Commission 
Wales. 

He said: “Illegal off¬ 
road motorcycling and 
driving might be per¬ 
ceived as a victimless 
crime by some, but that 
really isn’t the case. 

“Farmers and land- 
owners have to foot the 
bill for criminal damage 
caused to property as a 
selfish few gain unlawful 
access to land, and the 
environmental damage 
caused is spoiling the 
countryside that so many 
of us like to enjoy in the 
summer months. 

“We want to reassure 
our rural communities 
that off-road nuisance 
won’t be tolerated; we’re 
listening to their con¬ 
cerns and are tackling 
rural crime and antisocial 
behaviour in all its forms 
to keep south Wales 
safe.” 

During the campaign, 
officers will also be car¬ 
rying out targeted proac¬ 
tive patrols in Cymmer, 
Ton Pentre, Tonypandy, 
Ferndale and Mountain 
Ash, using their powers 
to stop and search vehi¬ 
cles and seize them 
where appropriate. 

Officers will also be 
educating off-road 
motorcyclists and drivers 
on places where they can 
enjoy activities in a safe 
and legal environment, in 
order to prevent future 
incidents occurring. 

Sergeant Scourfield 
said: “It’s important to 
make the public aware 
that not all riders who 
appear to drive off-road 
‘scrambler’ type bikes 
are breaking the law. 

“Many are responsible 
riders who bike on the 
roads legally and ride on 
by-ways and legal tracks. 
These riders follow a 
code of conduct and 
enjoy the countryside in 
the same way as a walk¬ 
er, cyclist or horse rider. 

“This campaign isn’t 
targeted at all off-road 
riders - it’s specifically 
targeting those who ride 
unlawfully or in an anti¬ 
social manner, and are 
spoiling other people’s 
quality of life.” 

Peter Cloke, Deputy 
Forest District Manager 
of Forestry Commission 
Wales said: “We often 
receive complaints from 


visitors who have had 
their visit to the forest 
spoilt due to the irrespon¬ 
sible behaviour of a 
minority of scrambler 
bike users. 

“We welcome the sup¬ 
port of South Wales 
Police in cracking down 
on antisocial motorcycle 
use in the forests of south 
Wales.” 

Other forms of rural 
crime - such as fly-tip- 


ping, grass fires and 
wildlife crime will also 
be addressed by officers 
during the summer 
crackdown.

Artists’ colony 
idea floated 
in Porthcawl 


AN artists’ colony 
along the lines of 
Newlyn or St Ives 
could be established 
in Porthcawl, based 
at a proposed new 
visual arts centre. 

The centre would 
include studio space 
which local artists and art 
groups could use, and 
would also incorporate a 
gallery to display the 
work created, plus a shop 
and coffee bar. 

The group behind the 
scheme is the Oriel 
Visual Arts group (OVA) 
which was formed last 
summer but which 
sprang from the arts 
forum based at the Grand 
Pavilion. 

The group is suggest¬ 
ing that the empty 
Jennings Building on 
Porthcawl Harbour 
would be a suitable 
venue and would bring 
an all-year round use to a 
building right at the heart 
of the regeneration area. 

The centre would also 
provide the town with a 
valuable tourist attrac¬ 
tion, giving visitors 
somewhere different to 

go. 

The proposals are due 
to be discussed at 
Porthcawl Town Council 
tonight and they have 
also gone to the team 
handling Porthcawl 

Regeneration. 

The centre would also 
provide a base for the 
wider arts generally, 
including people 

engaged with music, 
dance, poetry and writ¬ 
ing. 

The plan has the back¬ 
ing of numerous arts 
groups and others locally 
- including Arts for the 
Earth, Silures Gallery 
artists and Porthcawl 
Grand Pavilion. 

The gallery would also 
be the first public gallery 
in Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough and would serve the 
whole area. 

The report, put togeth¬ 
er by the group, states 
that many professional 
artists and photographers 
already live in Porthcawl, 
and a centre that would 
provide a base for them 
to meet and collaborate 
would help bring art to 
the community. 

It would provide 
rentable workshop space, 
as there is no affordable 
studio space for artists 
available. By working 


together, they could 
share ideas and skills. 

The public gallery ele¬ 
ment would give amateur 
and professional artists a 
showcase and would be a 
year-round visitor attrac¬ 
tion. 

The centre could also 
be used to stage a variety 
of arts and crafts activi¬ 
ties for all age groups, as 
well as courses. 

It could also act as an 
art supplies shop by buy¬ 
ing in commercial quan¬ 
tities and this would gen¬ 
erate income. 

A coffee shop and 
reading room would 
bring people in, provide a 
haven from bad weather 
and encourage people 
into the gallery. A shop 
could sell the artwork 
created by the artists in 
the building. 

The plan is to open it 
seven days a week from 
9am to 9pm, all year 
around. 

Jennings Buildings is 
the number one option, 
as it would bring a large, 
listed building back into 
use and prevent further 
deterioration. 

But failing that, the 
centre could be included 
in the new leisure build¬ 
ing planned for the har¬ 
bour quarter or it could 
be included in the 
Community Hub. There 
is also the option of using 
an old chapel. 

The group is chaired 
by Jean Floe, who is also 
an artist and who worked 
as visual arts organiser at 
the Grand Pavilion until 
her retirement. 

She is active with var¬ 
ious art groups including 
Silures and Trinity Arts 
Group which has 50 
members. 

“We are seeking sup¬ 
port initially from 
Porthcawl Town Council 
and then hope that our 
ideas will be discussed 
by BCBC,” she 
explained. “We have 
already spoken to some 
of the councillors and to 
the regeneration officers, 
who have had a copy of 
our proposals. 

“The regeneration is 
the ideal time to get a 
scheme like this off the 
ground and I am hoping 
it will act as a catalyst for 
bringing about some¬ 
thing that would benefit 
residents and visitors 
alike and would also be 
something the whole bor¬ 
ough could use and 
enjoy.”
